This  year  Miss  Dorothy  Hills  has  added  many  new 
and  interesting  events.  Art  is  a  requirement  for  one-half 
a  semester  in  the  seventh  grade  and  is  offered  as  an  elec- 
tive in  the  ninth  grade.  New  projects  for  this  year  include 
ceramics,  puppet  making,  field  trips,  and  guest  speakers. 

Industrial  Arts  is  required  for  one  semester  in  the 
eighth  grade  and  is  offered  as  an  elective  in  the  ninth. 
The  projects  in  these  classes  range  from  drafting  and 
wood  working,  to  electricity,  plastics,  and  leather  works. 

Home  Economics  is  a  course  which  is  required  for 
all  eighth  grade  girls  for  one  semester  and  serves  as  an 
elective  in  the  ninth.  The  girls  in  this  class  make  in- 
depth  studies  on  child  care,  foods,  and  nutrition.  The 
eighth  graders  are  required  to  make  a  pan  holder  and  a 
skirt,  while  ninth  graders  try  their  hand  at  making  a 
dress. 
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Miss  Hills  gives  her  students  a  knowledge  of  the  many  ways  to 
make  and  design  ornamental  objects. 


Mrs.   Bradburn  helps  her  future  homemakers  to  become  better 
equipped  to  handle  the  jobs  of  the  housewife. 


In  industrial  arts,  the  boys  learn  to  make  themselves  useful  in 
coping  with  household  repairs. 
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Science  and  math  are  two  of  the  basic  sub- 
jects in  which  all  Warriors  must  participate. 

As  a  seventh  grader,  the  student  takes  one 
semester  of  science;  whereas  eighth  graders 
study  it  for  two  semesters.  The  ninth  grade  stu- 
dent must  choose  between  biology  and  general 
science. 

General  science  is  an  introduction  to  all  the 
sciences.  It  includes  some  chemistry,  biology, 
geology,  and  the  laws  governing  science.  Biology 
students  study  organisms  and  their  functions. 
Most  students  find  dissections  particularly  in- 
teresting. 

The  new  math  has  been  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
Community  School  system  for  the  last  two 
years.  Students  enjoy  this  math  since  they  learn 
the  reason  for  taking  the  steps  as  well  as  solving 
the  problems.
